Gentlemen Are Welco me to the Re­ 
ceptio n This Ev ening . 


Delegates from the v ariou s women’s 
clu bs in this, the 13th, Congressional 
district are in Dix on today to attend 
the sev enth annu al meeting of the 
District Federation, which has been 
In session at the I. O. O. F. hall this 
afternoon. 
Eighteen delegates were present at 
the opening session, representing the 
cities of Sterling, Rock Falls, Rochelle, 
Freeport, Lena, Erie, Sav anna, Mt. 
Carroll and Fu lton. Others will be 
present later in the day and tomor­ 
row. Qu ite a nu mber of Dix on peo­ 
ple and members of the local clu bs 
made u p a good attendance at the af­ 
ternoon meeting, which was called to 
order at 2 o’clock. The y ou ng ladies 
aotiDg as u shers were Misses Mae 
Brookner, Nell Weed, Mary Wood- 
bridge, Edith Woodru ff and Eu dora 
Downing. 
The hall is v ery prettily decorated 
with flags and the beau tifu l clu b 
flowers of the v ariou s organizations.

PRESENTS A GAVEL* 
In the early part of the afternoon a 
gav el donated by Mrs. J. C. Fester of 
Rochelle was presented to the Dis­ 
trict President, Mrs. Bastian, in a 
neat presentation address by Mrs. 
Adolph Hilb of Rochelle. 
The mu sical part of the program 
was carried ou t as printed with the 
ex ception of the cornet solo by Carl 
Seaberg, who was u nable to be pres­ 
ent. 
A v ery fine rdano du et was 
play ed by Mrs. Hall and Miss Van 
Epps, while Madame Kent sang a 
beau tifu l solo.

oity . 
THE MAYOR’S WELCOME. 
May or I. F. Edwards brav ed the 
gathering of ladies and was so grace­ 
fu l in bis compliments when making 
his address of welcome to the dele­ 
gates that he had no fear of drawing 
u pon himself the storm of protest 
which drov e ex -President Clev eland 
to the woods. Addreasing the gather­ 
ing he said: 
Madam President and Ladies of the 
13’h District Federation of Women’s 
Clu bs of Illinois 
In behalf of the 
citizens of Dix on I greet y ou and with 
all my heart I welcome y ou to ou r 
city and to ou r homes. 
It is not my intention to detain y ou 
at this time with many words, bu t 
rather to be as brief as poisible. 
I feel that I ex press the seotiment 
of ev ery good citizen of Dix on, when 
I say to y ou . that we feel honored by 
y ou r presence. 
Not long since. I read an article 
from the pen of ex -President Clev e­ 
land in which he arraigned women s 
clu bs as a menace to the home. He 
tbioks 
the 
banding 
together of 
women in different parts of the cou n­ 
try indicates a discontent with the 
home life. No dou bt bu t that in insc- 
lated ca^es he is right and that home 
du ties are neglected for those of the 
clu b, bu t from my point of v iew the 
general situ ation is ju st the opposite. 
Mr. Clev eland 
thinks clu bs for 
charitable, religiou s and intellectu al 
pu rposes are all right, bu t objects to 
all other organizations for women 
As for me I know of no organization 
hav ing intelligent and refined women 
as members that does not su bserv e 
some or all of the abov e pu rposes, and 
I am su re that y ou r program for this 
and other meetings will v erify the 
statement. 
When women meet to discu ss su ch 
qu estions as edu cation, 
literatu re, 
art, science, philosophy , home and 
kindred su bjects, su rely there is no 
chance whatev er for the home to 
su ffer, for only broad-minded 
and 
cu ltu red women whose sole aim is to 
do good are fou nd among their nu m­ 
ber. 
All one needs to do Is to v isit either 
the North or the Sou th Side pu blic 
schools of this city to learn that the 
Phidian Art Clu b has play ed its part 
in helping to beau tify and make more 
attractiv e sev eral of the school rooms, 
with appropriate and beau tifu l pict- 
lu res, which are serv ing to a nicety 


the pu rposes for which they were in­ 
tended. 
I hav e not been looking u p tbe good 
works of the Art Clu b, bu t hav e had 
the abov e brou ght to my attention 
while pu rsu elng my particu lar line of 
work, as Cou nty Su pt. of Schools. 
I feel certain that a woman who 
reads, thinks, observ es life, and enjoy s 
literatu re a nd art makes a far better 
wife a nd mother than the one who 
does no t, but who is contented with 
tbe hu mdru m of home life. 
“ Women shou ld lov e their cou ntry ,” 
say s Mr- Clev eland, “withou t try ing 
to ru n it!” All mu st admit that the 
statement is a correct one, bu t pray | 
tell me how one is to lov e any thing , 
abou t which he knows comparativ ely . 
nothing. 
It is impossible to lov e one’s cou n­ 
try w ithou t‘first knowing what it 
stands for, hence, the great v alu e of | 
ju st su ch organizations as those I to 
wbioh y ou ladies belong. 
. With rare ex ceptions, 
women’s 
clu bs are made u p of the v ery best 
women of the comu nntties In which 
they are fou nd. They are bright, in - 
telligent women, and at the same 
time, they are women who are qu ickly 
responsiv e to the needs of the home. 
We Americans are prou d of ou r 
wo nen. They are by far the best in 
all the world. 
They are showered 
with compliments from the wisest and 
most learned men of the age. 
The 
free, independent spirit of ou r Ameri­ 
can women is commented on fav or­ 
ably by all foreign nations for they 
hav e won for themselv es the lau rels, 
noble, 
brav e and tru e, and hav e 
prov en that they can fill any position 
of honor or enter any trade or profes­ 
sion and do It well. 
May God bless tbe women and the 
women’s clu bs of ou r land Is my sin­ 
cere wish. 
Again, kind friends. In behalf of the 
citizens of Dix on I bid y ou welcome. 
We hope y ou may enjoy y ou r stay 
among u s and that when y ou retu rn 
to y ou r sev eral homes y ou will feel 
th u it was good and profitable to be 
here au d that y ou will hav e a desire to 
come again. 
WELCOME FROM THE CLUBS .

made the address of welcome from tbe 
local clu bs to the delegates in the fol­ 
lowing wcrds:

It is so easy for the men to 
talk, and as the song goes, “Let tbe 
women do tbe work.” 
This is the second time Dix on has 
had the pleasu re of entertaining ibis 
federation and we hope this sev enth 
anniv ersary will be the most harmon­ 
iou s and 
instru ctiv e that we hav ej 
ev er held.

Miss Emma Wilhelm o f Na chusa Sho t 
Herself With a Rev o lv er This

AGED AMBOY MAN HUNG HIMSELF 


Wa s 111 With Ca ncer o f the Sto ma ch 
a nd Despo ndent. 


Lee cou nty has been the scene of 
two su icides du ring the past twenty - 
fou r hou rs, one occu rring at Amboy 
and one at Nachu sa. 
Ernest Bu ch* 
mann, a man aged 73, hu ng himself at 
his home two and a half miles north 
of Amboy Wednesday noon. 
This, 
Thu rsday , forenoon Miss Emma Wil­ 
helm killed herself with a rev olv er at 
her home a mile sou th of Nachu sa. 
Miss Wilhelm was the dau ghter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Lev i Wilhelm and she 
was fou nd on a cou ch in tbe hou se 
abou t 9:45 this morning with a bu llet 
hole throu gh her heart from a rev olv er 
which lay by her side. No one had 
heard the fatal shot, as the rest of the 
family were in the su mmer kitchen at 
the farther end of the hou se. 
Twice before has Miss Wilhelm at­ 
tempted su icide on accou nt of her 
despondency resu lting from ill health 
du ring tbe past y ear. 
Once she 
thou ght of drowning herself in the 
large stock tank on the farm and had 
taken a flatiron and rope to the tank, 
bu t the water was so Gold she changed 
her mind and went back to the hou se. 
At another time last winter she plan­ 
ned to shoot herself with a gu n while 
in the hou se. She tied a string to the 
trigger, bu t she accidently discharged 
the gu n before she was ready and was 
prev ented from carry ing ou t her 
pu rpose. 
An inqu est is being held this after­ 
noon at the home by Coroner Smith. 
Besides her parents Miss Wilhelm 
leav es sev eral brothers and sisters, tbe 
members of the family being: Ru ssell 
Wilhelm as home, Clint Wilhelm, liv 
log on the adjoining farm west, Mrs. 
Will Bu rhenn of Franklin Grov e, Mrs 
Hiram Eicholtz of Nachu sa, Mrs. 
Swartz liv ing in Iowa, and Mrs. Nor­ 
man Long, Mrs. Phin Cov ert and Perry 
Wilhelm of Dix on. 
The ju ry fou nd a v erdict of “death 
by shooting with su icidal intent.“The 
members of the ju ry were Frank 
Vau ghan, Amboy ; 
Henry Shippert, 
C B. Crawford, Lew Henderson, Na­ 
chu sa: Fred Mead and Av ery Manges, 
Dix on. 


SUICIDE NEAR AMBOY. 


Ernest Bu chmann, a German farmer 
liv ing two and one-half miles north of 
Amboy , near Orombie Lane, commit­ 
ted su icide by hanging Wednesday be­ 
tween 1 and 2 p. m. He has been ill 
with cancer of the stomach for the 
past sev en y ears, being afflicted most 
du ring the su mmer months. He has 
been v ery despondent of late, bu t his 
family had no thou ght that he con­ 
templated self destru ction. 
Mr. Bu chmann had been accu stomed 
to remain in his room a greater part 
of the day . Yesterday he took break­ 
fast abou t nine o’clock, after which 
he retired to his bedroom and re­ 
mained su ch a length of time that his 
son Lou is o&lled to him. Receiv ing 
no answer he knocked on the door and 
this failing to secu re a response fou nd 
the door locked, Going arou nd to the 
ou tside window he looked in and was 
horrified to see his father su spended 
from the ceiling by a rope. The door 
was bu rst in bu t the afflicted family 
fou nd all trace of life ex tinct—he had 
been dead some little time. 
The su icide had fastened a rope to 
the hook in the ceiling from which a 
hanging lamp had been hu ng. When 
ready he had adju sted the noose abou t 
his neck and then kicked away the 
chair u pon which he had mou rned. 
Death occu rred from strangu lation 
his neck not being broken. The body 
was fou nd at 2 o’clock. 
Mr. Bu chmann was highly respect­ 
ed by all who knew him as an u pright, 
conscsientiou s citizen. He owned his 
farm of eighty acres and was a care­ 
fu l and thorou gh farmer. 
He was 
sev enty -three y ears of age and leav es 
a wife, fou r sons and three dau ghters. 
Coroner C. F. Smith was notified 
ana late y esterday afternoon held a n 
Inqu est, the ju ry finding a v erdict in 
accordance with tbe facts giv en abov e. 
The fu neral will probably be held 
Friday afternoon.

Many Field» Will Hav e to Be Repre­ 
pared Before Corn Can Be 
Planted, 


HAIL m FLOOD DAMAGED OATS 


Gov ernment Crop Balletic for Illinois 
for Week Ending May 15. 


The rainfall during tne week has 
exceeded the need of v egetation in 
some localities, and farming opera­ 
tions hav e been greatly hindered, es­ 
pecially in the northern and the 
southern districts. In the northern 
and in portions of the central district 
the fall was torrential, submerging 
many lowland fields. The week open­ 
ed fav orably, and much planting and 
plowing wereldone, but the latter part 
was showery, rendering the soil too 
wet for further work. The av erage 
temperature was slightly abov e nor­ 
mal, being highly fav orable the mid­ 
dle of thsiweek, when maxima of 80 
degrees and ov er obtained in all sec­ 
tions. Some damage to gardens and 
fruits ensued from high winds in the 
central and northern districts. 
Corn planting is mostly finished in 
the central district, and many early 
planted fleldsjare up to a good stand. 
The work has been greatly retarded 
in the other sections, and on account 
of heav y rainfall in the northern dis­ 
trict considerable ground that had 
been prepared must be refitted before 
planting. 
Some oats were damaged by h&il and 
flooding in tbe northern district, but 
otherwise the crop is adv anciDg fav or­ 
ably. 
Wheat and rye are beading out, and 
the outlook for these crops is uniform­ 
ly promising.« 
Clov er, timothy and other grasses 
hav e made v igorous growth. Clov er 
is showing|bloom in the southern dis­ 
trict. 
Strawberries are ripe in the south­ 
ern and are ripening fast in tbe cen­ 
tral district. The prospects are good 
for 
blackberries, 
raspberries 
and 
grapes. 
Apples, plums, pears and 
cherries!lare generally promising, tbe 
fruit hav ing set heav y. 
Some potatoes hav e been worked in 
the I southern district, elsewhere the 
crop is v ery premising. 
Gardening is 
nearly completed in the northern dis­ 
trict: in other sections rapid growth 
has been made.

Mrs. Dorothy N. Law of Dixon, who 
holds the office of fedeiau u n secretary 
for tbe state of Illinois for tbe General 
Federation of Women's Clu bs, was 
placed on the program for a paper, 
bu t in lieu of a prepared paper she 
made 
some 
v ery pointed and fit­ 
ting remark s in regard to the adv ant­ 
ages of local clu bs belonging to tbe 
General Federation. 
Mrs. Law said, 
in su bstance 


the General Federation of Women’s 
Clu bs and the later or more local or­ 
ganizations u ntil at the present time 
it is realized that there mu st be a 
closer relationship and a better u nder 
standing between the parent and the 
offsprings if the most desirable resu lts 
are to be obtained. 
In Illinois the want of this has long 
been felt. Mrs. Deck er of Denv er, 
who is now the national president, is 
a woman of strong character and great 
energy of pu rpose, and her letter, 
which was written to the Illinois clu bs 
by my req u est, bu t expresses her de 
sire in this m atter. 
Mrs. Law then read the following 
letter:

Upon reaching y our room again y ou 
find some one has sent y ou a bouquet, | 
and y ou don’t know what to do with it , 
any more than y ou did with the bath- ( 
room. 
It is a smooth surfaced, vari- 
colored cone, so tightly are the flowers i 
placed together.

across at the bottom and won’t fit any - { 
thing in the room and won’t look like j 
any thing but painted wood, so y ou 
finally drop It any where.

passes by! 
Driven In the happy fash­ 
ion of the country, his two military out­ 
riders on hoi 0-back flying close, one 
each side, just behind. Every time his 
carriage wheel sweeps the curb on one 
aide of the narrow street they make 
the same curve exactly. When 


thV street they escape It by the exact 
distance. 
When the carriage stops 
suddenly , they stop suddenly . 
It is 
well tbe little Brazilian hors« .*s are so 
docile or one of the most laughable 
sights in Brazil would be lost. Tbe lit­ 
tle soldiers, bobbing up and down 
astride the little horses, with their 
brown faces, bright red and blue uni­ 
forms and slouchy little figures, do not 
exactly suggest military dignity . They 
suggest something else. 
You instinc­ 
tively look around for the tin cup. The 
law permits every general the out­ 
riders. 
The two soldiers are also sta­ 
tioned at the gate or outer door of his 
home. 
I have not been able to distinguish 
tbe soldier from the policeman, they 
dress so much alike. 
The police have 
a chain of whistles through the city at 
night. 
You—hear, one im th e-distance, 
then near, then in the distance again 
as the signal passes down the chain. 
An American here say s it is to warn 
the burglars out of the way so the po­ 
lice can pass without any distracting 
thoughts.

WAX FARMING. 


A 
P e c u lia r 
C hlnciic 
In d u s try 
a nd 
H ow It la C o nd ucted . 
Among the novel occupations in Chi­ 
na is that of the wax farmer. The en­ 
tire crop is produced by the labor of 
my riads of little insects, whose eggs 
or cocoons deposited on the limbs and 
branches y ield a rich harvest, which is 
transformed into pure white wax and 
marketed at a fair price. 
The tree 
(Ligustrum lucidum) whioh produces 
the white wax insect grows in the 
Chienchang valley , In the western part 
of China, which Is some 5 ,000 feet 
above the level of the sea. 
In March 
round brown forms are seen attached 
to the limbs and branches. 
If one of 
these should be opened it would be 
found to contain innumerable white 
insects. 
By a strange law the Insect 
will not flourish or produce wax in its 
birthplace and if allowed to remain 
will drop off In a dead mass. 
The 
Chinese have discovered the exact lo­ 
cality where they will flourish to the 
best advantage. Transporting the fe­ 
males to the various farm ing places 
some 200 to 4 00 miles distant in the 
province of Szechuan gives employ ­ 
ment during the season to thousands of 
porters. One of these waxmaking cen­ 
ters is Klating. 
About May 1 the female insect Is 
nearly grown, and the body is almost 
conical, with a round base. 
L ater on 
it becomes m ature and begins to de­ 
posit eggs. 
At this time the opera­ 
tion of removing the females from the 
limbs and branches to which they are 
attached and getting them ready to 
turn over to the porter for transit is 
commenced. 
They are thereafter car­ 
ried hundreds of miles to the places 
where the wax farmers have rows of 
the special food plant—a species or 
flowering ash five or six feet high— 
upon which the insects feed and de­ 
posit their lay ers of wax. 
Many thousands of Insects are taken 
by each man on a trip. They have to 
travel entirely at night with their deli­ 
cate and precious l« mds, for tbe mid­ 
day boat would be dangerous to the 
lives of the Inmates. The various cities 
and villages along the route leave the 
gates open, so as to affonl free and 
unobstructed passageway to the car­ 
riers. 
Seen at night, running with all 
their might, dressed In most cases in 
rainproof straw, their flickering lant­ 
ern sway ing to and fro, tbe carriers 
form a weird and picturesque sight. 


V o lta ire ’s R e to rt. 
That famous politician, orator and 
man of fashion the fourth Earl of 
Chesterfield was on one occasion at a 
grand assembly In France where Vol­ 
taire was one of the guests. Suddenly 
the French w riter accosted hia lord­ 
ship with the words:

It is a curious fact that Great B rit­ 
ain ow^s “Rule, B ritannia” to the sug 
gestion of a prince who had few Eng­ 
lish sy mpathies and no love of the sea. 
Frederick, prince 
of Wales, when re­ 
siding at Clifden House wished to 
have a mask performance there on 
the 1st of August, 1740, to commemo­ 
rate the accession of George I. and the 
birthday of Princess Augusta! 
The 
prince commiSvSioned Thomson to write 
something for the occasion, and the 
words of “ Rule, Britannia” were the 
result. 
Dr. Arne set them to the fa­ 
miliar air, which became so popular 
that Handel used the opening bars In 
his “ Occasional Oratorio,” 1746, to the 
words, “ War shall cease, 
welcome 
peace.” 
In 1751 Mallet produced a 
new version of the words, “ improved” 
by Lord Rolingbroke, who substituted 
three stanzas of his own for the fourth, 
fifth and sixth of the original.
